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HUDSON'S BAY RAILWAY. 


| The project of a railway from Winnipeg to 
Hudson's Bay which’ has been before the 
public for sugh a long time, but which was 
erowdid into the background during the 
past two years while the strugwle for railway 
competition to the south was xoing on, is 
coming tothe frontonve more, The easy 
terms upon which the competing southern 
outlet has been secured and the evident 
ability of th. proviece under an economical 
government to. bear the financial strain thus 
laid -upon it, together with the more hopeful 
feeling that relief from monopoly has given 
risé tu, cause the Hudson's Bay project to be 
louked upon as quite within the bounds of 
possibility and great interest ie now being 
manifested regarding it. The Manitoba 
government ts pledyed to assist the enter- 
prise te a greater or less degree, and 1s now 
aaid to be willing to bonusthe road to the 
extent of 32,000 a nile from Winnipeg to the 
northern boundary of the province,a distance 
of about 260 miles out. of the 700 which the 
road would have to traverse to reach the sea 
port of Churchill. Besides this there isa 
standing offer of a land grant of 6,400 acre< a 
niile for the part of the line within the pro- 
vince and 12.800 acres a mile for the part be- 
yond ite limite on the part of the federal 
yovernment, The company which holds the 
existing churter secured the grading of some 
forty miles of the road several years ago, but 
us it has been totally unable either to extend 
this grade or equip the part already built, 
it does not appeurto have the necessary 
backbone to complete a road which would 
probably cost $14,000,000 and therefore can 
only be considered asa stumbling block in 
the way of its construction. As t the 
amount of aid which the province of Mani- 
toba should give towards the road, that ina 
matter which can only be decided by the 
province itself, according to its financial 
ability and the advantage which would likely 
flow to it from having an outlet to the Bay. 
The offer proposed aves to be avery fair 
one. Certainly the province could not reason- 
ably be expected to aid the road beyond its 
‘ewn limite, But possibly if increased aid for 
the portion within the province were neces- 
sury it. would be forthcoming. At any 
rate the province is evidently very anxious 
for the rcad and may be depended upon to 
do its fair share towards assisting it. It re- 
mains for the people of the Territories 
through their parliamentary representatives 
and their newspapers to show cause why in 
the interests of the whole country as existing 
in theterritories the federal government 
should do ite share in securing this northern 
vutlet—and juliet ae Well. Acimitting the 
reat advantage that this route would be to 
Manitoba, ite advantage to the larger and 
most fertile part of the Northwest, that is 
the Saskatchewan country, would be infinite- 
ly greater. Manitoba with an agricultural 
area of say 30,100 square miles would be 
placed some 600 miles nearer Ocean naviga- 
tion than at present being that much nearer 
Churchill than Montreal, While The Forks, 
Prince Albert, Battleford, Pitt and Edmon- 
ton along the Saskatchewar, would be placed 
on an average 050 miles nearerChurchill than 
Montreal, That is, the Saskatchewan coun- 
try, or ia other words the western part of 
the district of Saskatchewan and part of the 
northern part of the district of Alberta cum- 
prising au agricultural area of say 70,000 
square wiles equally as yvod as, cr better 
than the ayricu:tural area of Manitoba, would 
gain 060 miles as ay ainst 500 gained by Mani- 
toba--more than twice as much country 
would gain nearly ¢wice as wuch in distance, 


bed The gain to pointealong the C. P. K. in 


Assimboia and Southern Aibdvits, stauding 
for a totalarea of 110,000 square miles of 
axricultura!l and grazing country, would be 
about 250 miles by routes for which charters 
are now asked over that made by Winuipeg.

PARLIAMENTARY. 


Ow February 13th Sir John—on Mulock’s 
moving censure on the government for hav- 
ing failed to pay the kit allowances of the 
York: Simcoe battalion when on service in the 
Northwest in I885-—said ‘*1 was goiig to ask 
the hon, gentleman not to presa hie motion, 
and to tell him that on a strong remonstance 
and representation made by hon. members 
of this house, the government have re-open- 

ed the question and are now having it under 

consideration.” On this foundation the 
Reyina Leader builds the fullowing:"*On Wed- 
nesday afternoon Sir John Macdonald, sux- 
gesting that Mr. Mulock should withdraw bis 
motion, said the whule question, as he was 
aware, had been es yh (referring to Mr. 
Davin’s motion carried last se<sion) and all 
claims would be considered hy the govern- 
ment. This of course includes the Regina 
and other claims.” And the Free Press says: 
“The vexed question of scrip to the volun- 
teers who ucted as home guards, etc., is now 
to be settled, the government haviig come 
to the conclusion to pay them. The fugina 
home guards and scouts and other volunteer 
corps will receivescrip.” 

On February 18th in the commons, Jamie- 
son, M. P. moved ‘‘that in the opinion of this 
house, it is expedient to prohibit the manu- 
facture, importation and sale of intuxicatin, 
liquors, except for sacramental medicine, 

sclentific and mechanical purposes. Thai 
the enforcement of such prohibition aud such 
Manufacture impor taid.t: aud gale as way be 
allowed shall be hy the Dominion yovern- 
ment through specially appointed otticers,” 
Wood of Brockville uuved in ameudinent 
“that all after the word ‘purposes’ in the 
Original resolution be omit and the follow- 
ing substituted therefore: ‘When the pub- 
lic sentiment of the country is ripe for the 
reception and enforcement of such a measure 
of prohibition.’” Taylor moved in amend 
ment t» the amendment: ‘that all the words 
after ‘purposes’ in the original resoultion be 
struck out and the following suvstituted: 
“If it be found, on a vote of the qualified 
electors of the De minion heving ‘first been 
taken, that a majority thereof are in favor of 
a prohibition law, which shal also wake full 
provision for compensating those engaged in 
the manufacture of such liquors.’” Jamie 
son, Fisher and Freeman opposed the amend- 
ments on the ground that they were put for 
ward to bulk the object vf the oriyi: al mo- 
tion. The amendment to the amend- 
ment was defeated by a vote of 86 
to 58, Jamieson, Fisher and Freeman 
voting with the majority. Mills moved 
another amendment to the amendment: 
“And that a vote of the qualified electors of 
Canada be taken at a convenient time to as- 
certain the opinion of the country upon the 
question.” This was considerably spoken to 
and was defeated by 128 to 36 he «mend 
ment of Mr. Wood was carried by a vote of 
99 to 59, Jamieson, Fisher and Freeman 
voting with the minority. The main motion 
was then agreed to as ainended.

The Montreal Star publishes the following 
rumor from Uttawa dated February 20h: 
Rumor has it that startling changes in the 
cabinet are impending. As usual the chier 
disturbing tactor is Mr. Chapleau, It is said 
that the secretary of state is detained in 
France by political rather than physical con- 
siderations. Sic Charles Tupper’s xratuitous 
reterence to Sir Hector Langevin as the suc- 
cessor to Sir John Macdonald is believed to 
been inspired from Ottawa in anticipation of 
an early bolt by Mr. Chapleau into the 
liberal ranks. The conservative contingent 
from Nova Sco.ia is also suspected of disaf- 
fection in consequence of theie Province be- 
ling left out inthe cold by the Canadian 
Pacific. 


An Ottawa despatch to the Calgary Herald 
says that as a résult of the interview between 
North vest members and the minister of in- 
terior no more pre-emptions will be cancelled 
until January 1st 1890. Any persons whose 
pre-emptions have been cancelled should 
unless inthe meantime their pre-emptions 
have been settled upon, communicate with 
Mr. Smith and secure a statement. The 
government declines to extend the privileges 
of second homesteads to any other than 
those entitled under the act of 1887.
